Harrington of Arizona present- 
ed a resolution demanding the free coin- 
age of silver and a resolution demanding 
thu immediate admission oE New Mex- 
ico to statehood, and favoring a Pan- 
American conference of all nations o 
the Western Hemisphere to agree upon 
a bimetallic monetary system.

place of holding the next convention. 
A long letter from Don Cameron was 


, read. The letter urges the necessity ol 


the Kepublican party declaring for free 


1 
silver. Cameron says tbe path to choose 
in the struggle between silver and gold 
is the pressing question of the moment. 
The single gold standard seems to be 
working a ruin and violence that noth- 
ing can stand. Nine-tenths of mankind 
are hostile to the single gold standard. 
Yet London bankers say we must sub- 
mit and we have submitted. 


If England succeeds in her obstinate 


effort to destroy, the value of silver for 
coinage, nothing can eave us from paper. 
The Hepublican party must either fix a 
ainglc standard of the nation or reject. 
The Republican party once fell into a 
foreign conspiracy for making u single 
gold standard. ; We cannot afford, to re- 
peat that error. The return of tho Ke- 
publican party to i'8 old principles will 
give it power for another generation. 
The task before us is to restore a normal 
activity to industry, to break down the 
barriers to sectionalism, to check the 
increasing tension between tlie rich and 
poor, to relieve agriculture and to save 
tlie small farmer nnd manufacturer— in

The ground given 
or asking for a continuance was the iib- 
once of two material witnesses, "Doc" 
Dillwood and wife. Tho motion was dc- 
licd, and the work of iinnanollrfg a jury 
Higiin, the following being chosen :

Schleigh consented and thoydroveout 
f town a short distance. 
Cnilders had 


llask of whisky and invited Schleigh 
o have a drink. The latter put tho 
lottlo to his lips, but the liquor had 
uch a peculiar tasto that he refused to 
rink IT. Ch'ldore was very pressing in 
is invitations to Schleigh to drink, and 
10 latter became suspicious. Seeing he 
ould not get Schleigh to drink Childers 
uddciily pretended he had lost track of 
10 land he wanted to sell and drove 
>aok to town. 


The burglar v was committed on the 
ight of January 12, 1893, about 1 
'clock. Schleigh ami his wifo were 
eeping 
in 
different 
rooms, Mrs. 


Schleigh being ill. The smaller of the 
mrglars camo to Mr. Bchleigh'a room 
nd covered him with a pistol, d email d- 
ng that lie give up hie money, while tho 
filler, whom ho believed to bo Childers, 
;av« his attention to Mrs. Schleigh. 


Mrs. Schleigh testified that the tail 


lurglar ordered with un oath that sho 
ivo up what money there was in the 
ouse 
She answered there was none, 


ml he told her she lied; that he know 
icrfc was. Sho finally gave him n few 
ollars in change, but this only enraged 
im and ho caught her by ttio tliront, 
lokcd her and threatened to kill - i 
i 


IG did not tell him where the money 
as. At the snme time he felt between 
ie matrasses and found the sack toij- 
lining the Schloigh savings. Upon this 
ic burglar again abused her for telling 
tim a lie. 


After securing the money tlio burglars

[rs. Schloigh says aho felt under thu

Colur, speaker of the 
senate, refuses to run for tho office. 
Prime Minister Dupuy seemingly has 
the best chance, but is less keen than 
Casimir-Perier. Brisson, a candidate 
twice, already has some chance. Casi- 
tnir-Perier would just now he dangerous 
localise ho is repugnant to the indus- 
trial working classes. It is on tho cards 
that a large number of Opportunists 
may unite with tbe Radicals and Social- 
;sts on Brisson or Bourgois.
